WASHINGTON, January 27.—[Special.]—Mr. 
-  Blount’s face was beam- 
ing with smiles. 

‘*The Chilean trouble 
is at an end,” said he, 
shortly before 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. ‘‘The 
bottom has dropped out 
of the whole thing. 
Mr. Blaine is elated 

; over the termination of 

the trouble in so sat- 

isfactory a manner.” Mr. Blount’s manner 

showed the pleasure he felt at the news com- 

municated to him by Secretary Blaine, with 

authority to him (Blount) to repeat it to such 
persons as he saw fit to tell. 

The Spirit of Harmony. 

Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, 
lighted at the ‘outcome. 

“You must befglad that the committee 
is relieved of a great responsibility,’ he 
said to Chairman Blount, who had just 
given him the intelligence. 

“I think we have done very well, Mr 
Chipman,” he added. “The committee 
has shown the right spirit throughout. 
We have been harmonious and have con- 
sidered it as a national question, on which 
all should be united. I am glad such a 
satisfactory termination has been brought 
about.”’

Senor Pereira’s Letter. 

The dispatch containing the reply of Senor 
Pereira, Chilean minister for foreign affairs, 
is very long and its translation was not com- 
pleted until today. Itis said to be a frank 
and splendidly written document, breathing 
throughout a spirit of frienaship and good will 
to the United States. It is said to be clear and 
unequivocal. Nothing whatever is left of the 
Matta note, which is not only withdrawn, but 
apologized for. The most sincere regret is ex- 
pressed for the Baltimore incident, and the 
offer to refer to the supreme court is said to be 
more than a proposition for settlement—it is 
made as an _ illustration of the friendly 
feeling of the Chileans toward 
the United States by showing their 
willingness to leave the matter to our courts 
for settlement. Expressions of cordiality to- 
ward this couniry are fifofuse. It is said that 
the whole tone of the document is apparently 
s0 sincere, friendly and manly and leaves the 
matter in such shape that it is hardly possible 
to fail to bring the two countries closer to- 
gether and resultin an amicable adjustment 
of the whole difliculty. 

“That Flag and That Uniform.” 

The dispatch is especially clear and vigorous 
in repelling the charge of hostility on the part 
of the Chileans to the American flagJ and the 
American uniform. In effect it says: 

Chile hates the American uniform? No. Too 
well does she remember that flag and that uni- 
form in her ports and harbors aiding her in her 
struggle for independence (referring to Chile’s 
struggle years ago to achieve independence). 

Blount Sets History Richt. 

There has been much speculation as to the 
time the administration received the first in- 
timation of Chile’s apology and concessions, 
and some members of congress have even 
hazarded the statement that the president had 
received Chile’s reply to the ultimatum before 
the executive message was communicated to 
congress on Monday. This false iimpressions 
which threatened to become general in some 


quarters tonight, Chairman Blount seeks to 


correct. 

‘‘As I understand it,’’ said he, ‘‘the dispatch 
from Chile was received by the administration 
early yesterday (Tuesday) morning. At half- 
past 10 o’clock I had information from the 
president, by a confidential message, that a 
dispatch had been received from Chile at the 
state department, but that it had not yet been 
translated. So Chile’s answer was not re- 
ceived until the morning following the trans- 
mission of the president’s message to congress.”’ 

Mr. Blount Talks at Length. 

In order to relieve the public mind as to the 
exact status of the Chilean controversy, Chair- 
man Blount, of the foreign affairs committee 
of the house of representatives, this afternoon 
tonsented to give all his knowledge of the 
latest phase of the situation, 

“Ali my information,’’ said be, ‘‘was im- 
parted to me today by Secretary Blaine, and I 
specially asked him if I was free to convey 
my Knowledge to others. He assented, and, 
therefore, I suppose there can be no objection 
to the statement on my part. 

“As ITunderstand, the telegram which the 
state department has received is from Senor 
Pereira, Chilean secretary of foreign affairs‘ 
and is perfectly satisfactory to this govern- 
ment. Blaine seemed to be very much elated 
over the dispatch as indicating that the whole 
controversy isatanend. I do not mean at an 
end as to minor details, but at an end as a 
gtave international question.” 


“You mean that the apology was ample?” | 


interrupted Congressman Springer, who was 
among the little coterie of congressmen that 
had gathered around during Mr. Blount’s 
Statement. 

“No, I don’t say that at all in so many 
words,’ said Mr. Blount. “I mean simply 
that so faras the wiole question is concerned, 
there is a complete compliance with our wishes 
a8 expressed in the final demand of the state 
department. Icannot quote the exact lan- 
= of the dispatch, a translation of which, 

will say, was shown to me by Mr. Blaine. I 
read it hastily to see the spirit of it. It cov- 
ered six or seven pages of foolscap, and there 
was, in expressed terms, great regret; indeed, 
the whole spirit of it was regret at the 
Baltimere occurrence, and the utter disavowal 
ofany ill feeling towards the Amercan uniform 
worn by our sailors on that occasion. To give 
you a sample, it says about this: ‘Chile hate 
American uniform? No, too well does she re- 
member that uniform in her ports and harbors 
aiding herin her struggle for independence. 
To illustrate the feeling we entertain towards 
the American republic we are willing to sub- 
mit the whole matter of the Baltimore affair 
to that august tribunal, your supreme court.’ 
I do not quote, perhaps, the exact words of 
the dispatch, but the effect of all was to say: 
‘It is not necessary to submit this thing to the 
supreme court, butin order toshow you our 
feeling towards you, we are willing to submit 
itto your supreme court.’ They withdraw 
their request for Minister Egan’s withdrawal, 
and they speak of the Matta note as an error 


of judgment, and they are willing to meet the 
American demands,”’ 

“But what about the apology we de- 
manded?” again interrupted a member of 
congress. 

“I cannot gay that it is made in specific 
form,” replied Mr. Blount, ‘“‘but the whole 
argumentation and declaration of feeling and 
regret, the action taken by the government to 
have the guilty parties arrested—all these 
illustrations are given as to their feelings in 
the attempt to exhaust the idea that there was 
any. hostility towards us. Mr. Blaine regarded 
the question as settled. He seemed very much 
elated over the dispatch and to regard it as an 
assurance of the end of the controversy. 
While the apology may not be putin diplo- 
matic language, the dispatch is just as full and 
complete in its regret of the whole affair as 
could be.”’ 

Turning to Mr. Springer, Mr. Blount said: 
“I tell you the bottom is outof it, that is 
all. The administration would not have a 
Straw to stand on, if it continued to make de- 
mands, with that dispatch in jits face. But I 
have no idea that they are going to force it 
any further. No one can read that entire 
correspondence, gentlemen, without feeling 
the utmost sympathy at the almost huniiliat- 
ing attitude of the Chilean government.” 

‘Will your committee on foreign affairs 
meet tomorrow?’’ Chairman Blount was 
asked. 

**Yes, but we will have nothing to do now, 
of course. Mr. Blaine informed me that the 
president would send Chile’s answerin today 
or tomorrow, so I suppose it wili come in 
tomorrow."’ 

Mr. Cable, of Illinois, a member of the 
foreign affairs committee, was present during 
Mr. Blount’s statement. 

‘*The war is over,’”’ he said, laughingly, to 
the Associated Press reporter. ‘‘I am giad at 
the very satisfactory turn matters have 
taken, and I think it is now time for the great 
American nation to be generous. An apology 
having been made, and a_ willingness to sub- 
mit the determination of our indemnity to our 
own supreme court having been expressed, we 
need not be exacting as to the amount of the 
award. Principle is what we were after, and 
that having been conceded, we will be too lib- 
eral, I am sure, toimpose undue financial pen- 
aities on our already bankupt sister republic.” 

Secretary Blaine, it is understood, is entirely 
satisfied, and feels relieved that the contro- 
versy isnow almost over. The prospect of 
war, it is thought, is now over, and that while 
considerable remains to be done before the 
controversy, in its entirety, will be closed is 
simply a matter of history, yet the affair is in 
such shape as to bring the two nations closer 
together and make further proceedings a mat- 
ter of comparatively easy adjustment.

CricaGo, January 27.—It is safe to say that 
such a gathering as that which assembled here 
this morning has seldom, if ever, been seen be- 
fore. It wasa national conference of repre- 
sentatives of various political reform move- 
ments now existent in this country, including 
prohibitionists, farmers, laborers, greenbackers, 
general reformers, etc. 

Miss Frances E. Willard presided, and 
stated the object of the conference to be to 
devise ways and means of electing a president 
of the United States, who will, with one blow, 
kill the rum traffic. 

Among those present at the meeting were 
Lady Somerset, George A. Washburn, of Bos- 
ton, secretary of the people’s party; Gilbert 
Delamater, of Akron, O., who led some of his 
countrymen a wild chase atter greenbacks;

Lovicks, of Huron, S. D., and Professor 
Samuel Dickey, of Albion college, Albion.

ANOTHER TRUST FORMED 


To Control the School Furniture Manufacture 
of the Country. 


GRAND Rapips, Mich., January 27.—The 
Democrat tomorrow will say that the Grand 
Rapids Furniture Company, the largest manu- 
facturers of school furniture in the world, has 
sold out to an organization of capitalists 
known as the United States Furniture 
Company, with headquarters in Chicago. 
This company, which is believed 
to be in the nature of a 
trust, already controls seven-eighths of the 


school furniture plants of the United States, - 


and the capture of the Grand Kapids 
concern will practically give it control of the 
business. The company is now negotiating 
with the Haney School Furniture Company, 
of this city, but has not closed withthem. The 
capital of the United States company is 
$2,000,000, but the capital of the firms now in 
the combine aggregate $15.000,000. 


TOMMY CALLAGHAN LICKED 


In the Feather-Weight Contest—Cal Mc- 
Carthy Did It. 


New ORLEANS, January 27.—The intarna- 
tional feather-weight contest tonight, at the 
Olympic Club, between Tommy Cailaghan, of 
England, and Cal McCarthy, of New Jersey, 
was witnessed by about three thousand people. 
Great interest was felt in the match from the 
fact that the winner, McCarthy, was promised 
a go with Dixon for the world’s championship, 
The men fought for a purse of $2,000, of which 
$1,500 went to the winner and $500 to the loser. 
Time was called at 9:15 o’clock, and McCarthy 
won in the fourteenth round.

Tom Watson Delivers His First 
Speech, 


STANDING ON THE REPUBLICAN SIDE. 


He Wants the Committees Elected 
by the House, 


TWO PLUMS COME TO GEORGIA, 


Which Will Be Given Out by Messrs’ 
Lester and Turner—Rivers 
and Harbors, 


WASHINGTON, January 27.—{Special.]— 
Colonel Thomas E. Watson, of the tenth Geor- 
gia district, delivered his maiden speech upon 
the floor of the house of representatives today. 
Colonel Watson took the floor to argue in 
favor of the amendment to the rules offered by 
Mr. Otis, of Kansas, providing for the election 
of committees by the house, instead of them 
being appointed by the speaker. Mr. Watson 
wore a new suit of clothes, with a low-cut vest. 
He stood upon the republican side, in the main 
aisle, immediately at the side of Tom Reed, 
who listened to the Georgian’s speech with 
much interest, and at times with much amuse- 
ment. Mr. Watson made quite a good 
speech, from his point of view, not upon 
the rules, however, but upon the demands of 
the third party. There was some buncombe 
in it, but not more than is usually heard upon 
the floor of the house in the speeches made by 
new members. Mr. Watson at times grew 
oratorical, which, of course, caused a broad 
smile to pass over the entire house, for ora- 
tory, while it goes at home, does not go upon 
the floor of the house, unlessit be far above 
the average. During his remarks Mr. Watson 
annonnced himself as opposed to czar 
ism, whether it came from a& man 
from Maine whose name commenced with at 
“R.” At this hit both Speaker Crisp and 
ex-Speaker Reed, the burly ex-speaker, who 
sat next to the little third party man, almost 
exploded with laughter, which had the effect 
of creating great amusement throughout the 
house and embarrassing Mr. Watson, for the 
time, no little. That Mr. Reed should have 
laughed heartily, instead of showing anger, 
seems to have surprised the Georgian. 

Plums for Georgia. 

The Georgia delegation had a lottery of its 
own this morning and Colonel Rufus E. Les- 
ter was fortunate enough to draw the capital 
prize, while Judge Turner drew the second. 
The first prize wasa fat one. It was a six- 
teen-hundred-dollar clerkship, under the 
clerk of the house, which had been 
tendered the Georgian delegation. 
The Georgia delegation had met many times, 
but were ulMble to agree upon any one man 
for the piace, and as a consequence they drew 
lots for it. Colonel Lester won the prize. He 
has decided to appoint Colonel Morgan Rawls, 
of Guyton. * « 


The second prize was a page’s place. Mr. 


Turner has not decided to whom he will give 
it, but wants some bright young Georgia boy 
to fillit. lt pays $75 per month, and is an ex- 
cellent thing for a boy between twelve and 
eighteen years of age. Many applications for 
this place will, of course, be received by Mr. 
Turner. 

Colonel Lester has appointed Colonel 
Thomas H. Laird, of Savannah, clerk of his 
committee on expenditures in the state de- 
partment. Colonel Hugh Colquitt, of Georgia, 
has recently been appointed to a position in 
the labor bureau at $1,600 per year. 

The river and harbor committee today 
reached the Georgia harbors, and disposed of 
Brunswick and Darien.

BABY BLAIR .IN THE SENATE. 


Anxiety to Learn Why It Was That China 
Had Rejected Him. 


WASHINGTON, January 27.—In the senate, 
Mr. Morgan offered a resolution directing the 
secretary of state to send to the senate copies 
of the correspondence with the Chinese gov- 
ernment, relating to the non-acceptance of 
Henry W. Blair, as United States minister to 
China. ; 

Mr. Hoar suggested that the resolution 
should request the president to furnish the 
correspondence, if, in his judgment, it is not 
inconsistent with the public welfare. 

Mr. Morgan did not agree with Mr. Hoar on 
that point. He merely wanted to know the 
objections asserted against Mr. Biair by the 
Chinese government and the action taken by 
the government of the United States. 
Mr. Blair had been confirmed 
instantly by the senate, and, s0 
far asthe senate was concerned, there had 
been the strongest affirmation of Mr. Blair’s 
fitness to represent the United States govern- 
ment in China or anywhere else. The matter 
had lingered along for some time, and Mr. 
Blair had resigned the position. In view of 
the question now presented, alluding to the 
objection of the Chilean government to Mr. 
Egan, it was important to know what was the 
established line of procedure on the t of the 
United States. There was no more important 
qvestion connected with the diplomatic 
service. 

Mr. Hoar would have no objection to the 
resolution as offered, if the transaction to 
which he alluded was a complete one, but he 
did vot understand thatit was. The attitude 
of the Chinese government might yet be 
changed, and the pubiication of what 
been already said by its representative —_ 
interfere with that change. Itseemed to bim, 


theretore, that the senate should pursue the 
usual course of requesting the president to 
furnish the correspondence if he deemed it 
not incompatible with public interests. 

Mr. Morgan modified the resoution so as to 
request the president to furnish the correspond- 
ence, if not incompatible with public in- 
terests. {n that form there was no objection 
to it, and it was agreed to. 

The resolution heretofore reported by Mr. 
Hoar, from the committee on privileges and 
elections, declaring Mr. Chilton, of Texas, en- 
titled to retain his seat in the senate, was 
taken up, discussed briefly, and agreed to 
without division,

SAVANNAH'S BUSINESS. 


The Explanation of Sol Haas Does Not 
Begin to Give Satisfaction. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 27.—([Special.]— 
The report of the coastwise exports for last year 
has been completed. It shows an increase of 
nearly three million dollarsin value over the 
previous year, the total being nearly thirty-six 
million dollars. During the year 1,319 vessels, 
with a tonnage of 1,093,667, arrived at the 
wharves here. Foreign export statistics, now 
being prepared, will also show an increase of 
several million dollars. 

The committee of the cotton exchange will 
make a thorough investigation into all matters 
relating to cotton shipments from the interior 
to Savannah, Charleston, Brunswick and other 
ports, and ascertain, if possible, exactly how it 
is that Charleston secures cotton that naturally 
should come to this port. 

It Does Not Explain. 

Mr. Haas’s explanation yesterday was far from 
satisfactory. In fact, a majority of the cotton 
men do not seem to consider his statements as 
an explanation at all. Cotton men here see no 
reason why Charleston can offer lower ocean 
rates for it, except that that city enjoys an ad- 
vantage in inland freight rates. Mr. Haas said 
he could find no confirmation of this, but there 
are many here who evidently still believe that 
in this is the secret of Charleston’s getting the 
100,000 bales from Augusta and vicinity, of 
which Mr. Haas spoke. 

Charleston Pays a Higher Rate. 

As a matter of fact Charleston has to pay a 
higher rate to charter vessels than Savannah. 
That is what the Savannah ship brokers say. 
They cannot see any explanation except that 
railroads shrink their rates in favor of that 
port. Some cotton men say that, perhaps, the 
compresses at Charleston have a rebate, which 
gives shippers there some advantage. They 
do not seem to think that this would be suffi- 
cient to entirely explain the situation. 

Mr. Haas’s statements that the East Ten- 
nessee road practically did as it pleased, leads 
some to believe that that road may be cutting 
under the other roads, and in this way turning 
cotton to Brunswick or elsewhere. The ex- 
change committee will probe the matter to the 
bottom.

COMMANDER PALMER 


Talks Entertainingly to The Constita- 
tion. 


HE WAS NOT AFRAID 70 COME SOUTH, 


And Will Return to His Home in 
Albany Today. 


THE OLD FLAG MAKES HIM NERVOUS, 


Otherwise He Is Full of That Kind of Fra- 
ternity Which the Lion Feels When 
the Lamb Is Inside. 


AvuGustTa, Ga., January 27.—({Special.}— 
Commander-in-Chief John Palmer, of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, accompanied 
by his aide-de-camp, Ed O’Meagher Con- 
don, of Washington city, arrived in Au- 
gusta today from Washington. 

He came to pay his first official visit to 
the depariment of Georgia, that held its 
annual encampment in Augusta today. 

A Call on the Commander. 

Your currespondent called on Comman- 
der Palmer tonight at the Planters’ hctel, 
in his room, which was decorated with 
union flags. He is of small stature, gray- 
haired, sharp, pointed face, with a light 
mustache. He has a keen eye and a pen- 
etrating look. He is a fluent and impres- 
sive speaker and quite pleasant to talk to, 
The topic of the interview was his recent 
orders to the Grand Army of the Republic 
against the confederate fiag. 

He Has Been Misrepresented. 

He said the papers had done him an in- 
justice in attacking his war record, and ac- 
cusing him of being a poiitician. 

“I never held a political office, and have 
no ambition to hold one.” 

The Confederate Flag. 

Speaking of his attitude towards the con- 
federate flag, he said he did think it out of 
place for the confederate flag to be unfolded 
and wafted to the breezes on a public oc- 
casion in which union soldiers were invited 
to participate, but he could and does ap- 
preciate the feeling of old confederate sol- 
diers, who have an organization, in which 
they keep sacred and dear their flag, to 
keep up the memory of their sufferings, 
under the fatds of which they fought ‘and 
bled. He thinks the making of new con- 
federate flags, though, a bad policy, as it 
inspires the new generation with feelings of 
revenge and hatred against the soldiers of 
the north, which should die out, and the 
sooner the better. His objection to the 
use of the confederate flags, he says, is not 
that it is disrespectful, but because it tends 
to keep alive a bad spirit between the 
younger generations of the two sections, 

He Is Very Kind. 

He says he feels kindly towards the soldiers 
of the south, and admires them as gallant war- 
riors; that he has three sons, and he hopes they 
will grow up not to inspire hatred towarcs the 
south. He says the union soldiers bear no ill 
feeling towards the old soldiers of the south. 
He is a strong advocate of the fraternization of 
the two sections, and he thinks it proper to 
encourage the kindliest feeling between the 
the north and south. But of all things, he says 
he is solid with the American flag. 

His First Visit South. 

He says this is his first visit south since the 
war, and that he had no apprehension coming 
here, as some people might imagine. What 
he had to say of confederate soldiers up north, 
he has no fears to repeat to them in the 
south, and if they wanted his blood they can 
have it; that he gave up some of it te them in 
the war. 

To hear him talk, he is not as hot-headed as 
he has been represented. He speaks in the 
best terms of the south, and says: 

‘*‘We are now one people, of one country, 
with but one flag to march under, and which 
we all honor, love and respect.” 

Glad to See Progress. 

He talked with seeming pleasure of the 
progress and advancement the south has made 
since the close of the war. 

This is as far south as he will go, as he in- 
tends to return to Washington tomorrow.

TROUBLE WITH THE SEWER, 


The Government Will Have to Get New 
Specifications. 


Macon, Ga., January 27.—[Special.j}--The 
new United States government building stands 
at the corner of Mulberry and Third streets. 
The site in years gone by was a swamp. A 
deep foundation for the building was built, 
and in wet weather water pours into the hase- 
ment and creaies sickness and puts out the 
fires in the furnace. Congross a year or So 
ago appropriated £8,000 to build a sewer to 
drain the building. The original plan was to 
run the sewer down Third street to the river. 
Tt was found that this would require a great 
deal of blasting, and cost big money. A week 
or soavo anew route was surveyed for the 
sewer to run down the alley in the rear 
of the Hote! Lanier and enter 
the sewer in the rear «(of _~—sitthe 
Academy of Music which flows to the river. 
Bids have been solicited forthe building of the 
sewer, but now it is learned that the city bas a 
sewer running down the alley, and as the gov- 
ernment sewer would have to -be dug much 
lower than the city sewer, @ new route will 
have to be surveyed. Atlauta contracvors Can 
make note of this. 

GRAND JURY PRESENIMENTS. 

To the Superior Court of Fulton County—The 
grand jury chosen, selected and sworn for the fall 
term of the superior court of Fulton county, tor 
the year 1891, makes these general presentments: 

Afterthe able and instructive charge of his 
honor, Judge Marshall .J. Clarke, we entered Upon 
the duties devolving upon us as grand jurors. 

We visited the Fulton county convict camps, by 
proper committees, and found at the north At- 
lanta camp everything in good order except the 
kitchen and laundry departmeént, which could be 
in rio better condition with the present buildings, 
the quarters buing too sma)! for the number of in- 
mates. We recommend that this camp be moved 
to some other locality. ‘The location of said camp 
is on West Peachtree street, whére city improve- 
ments are not being made, and we consider it a 
nuisance in that locality. The building being old 
and worthless and the ground very valuable 
would, if sold, bring enough money, in our judg- 
ynent, to buy other property ana piace good build- 
ings upon it similar to the Fulton connty barracks 
in some other locality. if this 18s not done we 
would, for humanity sake, recommend the erec- 
tion of a new kitchen and shedroom adjoining for 
laundry purposes. 

We find the new Fniton county barracks in good 
repair with about two hundred convicts there 
now. The building was mvuderately clean. ‘There 
are several sick in the hospital, twouf them very 
sick. The hospital should be made more com- 
fortable. The straw ticks on the bunks need re- 
filling with new straw and should be kept neat 
and clean. The watertank at this camp should be 
raised twenty feet and 200 feet of hose provided 
at once to protect both the buildings and inmates 
in case of fire. Proper steam connections with 
the boiler and Jaundry should be made, which 
would be a saving of svap and labor, thus lessen- 
ing the expenses of the county. 

We recommend thatin future the grand juries 
of this county have authority toelect the county 
commissioners for this county successively as 
their terms of office expire. 

We find through comuittee on dangerons 
places that Bel] street bridge over the Georgia 
railroad, McDaniel street bridge and Whitehall 
street bridge, both over the Fast Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad, are extremely danger- 
ous places, several lives having been lost, espe- 
cially at the iatter bridges, by train hands being 
knocked off of cars on account of the bridges 
being solow. ‘These several bridges are from 
fifteen feet three inches to fifteen feet seven 
inches in the clear between the stringers of the 
bridges and the rail of the track*, while a 50,000 
pounds capacity car measures twelve feet from 
running board to the top of the track, leaving 
about two feet seven inches trom top of carto 
these bridges while cars are passing under. We 
recommend that these bridges be condemned and 
the proper parties ordered either to raise the 
bridges = st least three feet or lower 
the tracks three feet. We recolm- 
mend the passage of “a Jaw forbidding 
the construction of any bridges over «a railroad 
track less than eighteen feet in the clear, anda 
when possible twenty feet should be given. 

We recommend that the Western and Atiantic, 
the Fast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and the 
Georgia Pacitic railroad companies be required to 
place a watchman at Bellwood crossing for the 
public safety. 

We find the Lynch quarry, controlled by the 
Georgia Eiectric Light Company, *% dangerous 
piace and reconimend that the said company be 
required to build a plank Jeuce, at least six feet 
high, on the east and the south side of said quarry 
road; aiso that the owners of Ponce de Leon 
spring be required to fillthe pond up so as to have 
at no point more than tour feet of water, or de- 
fine the area of said pond by danger buoys where 
the water is over four fvet deep. This require- 
ment should apply to all owners of pleasure 
ponds; also that the owners of swim- 
ming ponds, where fees are charged, 
be required to post in cOonspicuons 
placs near said ponds the depth of same and that 
the said owners be inade responsible to parties or 
puardians for any accident that may befaila 
minor, provided said pool at any point is deener 
than tive feet. ; 

Also that the Consolidated Street Railroad and 
the Traction Ratroad Companies be prevented 
from turning sharp curves at a rate of specd 
dangerous to life and property as is the case now 
in some instances. That the Rey. Frank be ap- 
pointed chaplain to the convict camps of Peniten- 
tiary companys Zand at the works on the Chat- 
tahoochee river. ‘That Messrs. ©. A. Collier, 
J.R. Wylie, i. P. Chamberlin and KE. (. Peters 
be appointed a committee of four citizens of Ful- 
ton county to act in conjunction with the county 
commissioners looking into providing for bet- 
ter courthouse and jai! facilities, or if deemed best 
in their judgment to sell the present courthouse 
and jail property and purchase suitable grounds 
and build @ courthouse and jail equal to the de- 
mands of our county for the next century.

take immediate steps to provide courthouse accom- 
modations by selling the present property and pur- 
chasing new grounds and building a new court- 
house that will be equal to the increasing demands 
of our county forthe next century, or by such 
other means as may be deemed best. 

We condemn the present jail as being insuffi- 
cient, being too small aud insecure, and, in point 
of comfort and convenience, a refiection on the 
fairname of our county. We recommend that 
the county commissioners and citizens’ committee 
proceed at once to provide jail facilities equal to 
the demands of the increasing business for a cen- 


tury. 

We find the alms property in good condition, 
and, under the very efficient management of 
Superintendent Dr. R. L. Hope, reflects great 
credit on Fulton county. We find the new bar- 
racks most ample in point of capacity, and all of 
its eee well adapted for the purpotes 
for which it was erected. The buildings are not 
sufficiently protected against fire, and we urge the 
county commissioners to give the matter atten- 
tion at once. 

We tind the Peachtree camp and the Humphries 
streetcamp valuable mostly on account of the 
ground, the buildings being old and cheap, and 
should be sold and the proceeds added to the 
courthouse and jail fund, or for other county pur- 

oses, 

r Your committee visited the Chattahoochee pen- 
itentiary convict camp on the 9th instant, 50 far 
as is known to the committee, unawares to those 
incharge untilatrival. Atthis camp there are 
some two hundred convicts, engaged mostly in 
uiaking brick, They seem cheerful, andthe work 
is not burdensome, ‘The works are covered 80 
that the convicts are protected from the rain and 
other bad weather while at work. Their condi- 
tion at work is as well as shonid be expected, and 
in no way, outside of restraint, different from 
what would be expected of hand labor. ‘The 
sleeping quarters are comfortable as to bedding 
and heating. There are substantial houses, with 
several large stoves, 80 as tomake the rooms 
warm. ‘The facilities for the proper sanitary 
regulations are apparently ample. The bunks and 
bedding were notin a/cleanly condition; neither 
were the tloors in the Sleeping quarters as clean as 
they should be. We would suggest that they be 
required to furnish ‘lean bedding and clean 
quarters for the convicts, In connection with this 
camp there is a large farm, where the necessary 
vegetables are raised forthe use of the convicts. 
We were assured by those in authority, as well as 
the convicts, thatthe diet consisted of suitable 
vegetables, beet, meat, syrup, peas, wheat and 
cornbread. Your committee examined the pro- 
visions, cooked and raw, and is of the opinion that 
the convicts are well cared for in food and cloth- 
ing; the facilities for bathing are ample and the 
habit is to have them bathe every Sabbath 
and put on clean clothing. There are 
ws few in bec sick and several 
attacked with la grippe. ‘They are not seriously 
ill, butare kept housed and constantly attended 
by the physician in charge, Dr. Green, We have 
no corrections to ask for except the want of clean- 
liness in the bedding and sieeping quarters. 

Your committee on roads and bridges beg to 
submit this, their report: We have made exami- 
nations of the main thorougiiares of the county, 
and found them in about their usual condition, 
barely passable, except those on which the county 
commissioners have made permanent improve- 
ments. We cannot commend too highly the ex- 
cellent work of the commussioners, and would 
recommend that they be urged to increase their 
torces and as rapidly a8 possible pave with rubble, 


leading roads in the county. 
Captain T.J. Donaldson as superintendent. We 
would recommend thatin the future all bridges 
over fifty feetinJength be constructed of iron or 
steel, and built on masonry supports, thus reduc- 
ing the cost of repairs tothe minimum. The old 
way of working the roads we condemn 
as belonging tothe dark ages. Hands are sum- 
moned to be ready with pk and shovel to do 
road work.

Chairman Amorous Talks of the Building 
to Be Erected. 


THE MATERIAL WILL BE CONTRIBUTED 


Andthe Building Itself Will Be a Great 
Showing for the State—More Space 
Needed—President Hawkins Talks, 


Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee—that’s the 
way that 90x125 feet space at the world’s fair 
is to be covered in an exhibit. 

Or that’s the way it is now, and will be, un- 
less Chairman Amorous and Architect Norr- 
man succeed in getting more space when 
they go to Chicago next week. 

Right around that space set aside for three 
of the most productive states in the south, 
there are spaces for Florida, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana, Minnesota and Utah, any one of which 
is as large or larger than thespace that Georgia 
will share with her two sister states. Just to 
the Jeft of these spaces is Texas, as large as all 
of them put together. 

The idea seems to have been in Chicago 
with the world’s fair committee that the states 
that did not appropriate money for buildings 
would not do much, and consequently Georgia 
has got to send on and see about getting more 
ground, 

It would not do for Georgia to sharea 
building on this 90x125 feet with two other 
states, forit would hardly be large enough for 


| her own exhibit; and gthen there are other 


disadvantages arising from a joint exhibit. It 
would be better for her to have a small build- 
idg on one-third the space if it were used for 
nothing but the Georgia visitors’ headquarters, 
Mr. Norrman and Mr. Amorous are going on 
the first of next week, and hope to make ar- 
rangements fora space large enough to have 
a building that will do the state credit. 
Georgia will havea building made of Geor- 


gia materials and nade hore at home ready to 


be put up in Chicago. 
Mr. Amorous Talks. 

Mr. Martin Amorous, chairman 
committee on building material appointed by 
the governor, was talking yesterday about 
what is being done. 

“Well,’’ said he, when asked about it, ‘I 
guaranteed Governor Northen to got him at 
least haif of the building material necessary, 
and [ have already gotten that much, with 
prospects of getting the whole amount. Letters 
sent out tothe fifty gentlemen, asking them to 
act on the committee, have all brought replies 
of willingness to serve in any way, except one. 
Allof the larger lumber companies are anxious 
to have sections of the building in their own 
work, inside and out. The marble companies 
are to have handsome entrances of their own 
work done here and shipped on ready 
to be put up. And so it is with ail 
the building material men and companies.’ A 
building of this kind would be the finest kind 
of an exhibit in itself. A man may hear 
about the wonderful productive ability of 
ieorgia all his life and it will not make any 
impression on him; but when he sees with his 
own eyes a building, made entirely of Georgia 
material and by Georgia workmen, filled with 
our own natural products, he immediately be- 
comes awake to the fact that he can make 
more money down here developing her re- 
sources than he can running a little one-horse 
farm up north.” 

Mr. Amorous and Mr. Norrman will show 
the committee that Georgia means to have a 
fine exhibitand needs more space for her 
building. And, from the wonderful success 
they are having in getting the material, the 
building ought;to be amplv large enough for 
the counties and exhibitors to spread them- 
selves. } 

Three counties in Tennessee have given

The East Georgia and Florida May Yet 
- Be Built. 


CAPITALISTS ARE LOOKING INTO IT, 


General Manager Green, of the Georgia 
Road, Is At Home Again and 
He Is Looking Well, 


SAVANNAH, Ga, January 27.—[(Special.]— 
There isastrong probability that the East 
Georgia and Florida railroad may be built 
afterall. This is the road that has figured so 
prominently in the United States court, and 
which Judge Speer decided the Savannah, 
Florida and Western had no right to control 
by purchase or otherwise. The Savannah, 
Florida and Western paid $300,000 to get con- 
trol of the road on which some valuable work 
-n the way of grading and bridge building has 
been done. <A decree for the appointment of a 
receiver was secured by plaintiffs 
in the suit against the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western, but a receiver 
has not yet been appointed by the court. It 
is stated now that a syndicate of northern 
capitalists is being formed, in which the plain- 
tiffs in the suit are interested, to buy in the 
road and build it. Theentire line has been 
surueyed from Jesup, where it begins, down to 
St. Mary’s. There is a railroad from Jackson- 
ville to within a few miles of St. Mary’s,and it 
would only be necessary to extend the East 
Georgia and Florida a short distance to lessen 
the distance from Savannah to Jacksonville 
by nearly fifty miles. The charter of the East 
Georgia road gives the company the right to 
build on from Jesup to Millen. If this was 
done on a nearly straight line, by connecting 
with the Savannah and Augusta road there, 
there would be almost an air-line from Au- 
gusta to Jacksonville. 


Major Greene Is Home Again. 

Major John W. Greene, general manager 
of the Georgia railroad, has returned from his 
visit to the Pacific coast. Hecame here yes- 
terday from New Orleans. Mrs. Greene ac- 
companied. him. Major Greene’s health is 
greatiy improved, and he says that he feels 
fully able to resume the duties of his office. 


HOPE FOR CONSTRUCTION STOCK. 


Matters Becoming Brighter for the Georgia 
Southern System. 


Macon, Ga., January 27.—[Special.]—For 
some time stock of the Macon Construction 
Company has been at lowebb. There has been 
no trading at ail since the collapse of the com- 
pany some time ago. But today, however, 
$1,500 was offered for a share of 
stock whose par value is $10,000. 
The offer was declined, but this has 
a favorable aspect as showing that the stock has 
some market value. A gentleman, who is 
very close to the Georgia Southern system, said 
yesterday thatin two years time Construction 
stock will have the same high value it pos- 
sessed before the Robinson and 
seaboard and Roanoke fiasco. He 
remarked further that the Macon and Atlantic 
road may have to be parted with, but the 
balance of the Georgia Southern system will 
be retained intact, and will prove to be a most 
valuable and richly paying enterprise. The 
business of the road is increasing greatly.

W. B. Thompson, a prominent young farmer, 
living at Penfield, in this county, committed 
suicide today abagut 12 o’clock, by cutting his 
throat with a knife. 

Mr. Thompson lived with his mother at 
Penfield, on one of the best farms in the 
county. For some weeks, it has been noticed 
that his mind was wandering, but his mother 
and friends had no idea he was contemplating so 
rash an act as suicide. Atdinner time today 
he was missed, and a negro boy who was sent 
for him was unable to find him about the 
premises. 


From Ear to Ear. 

Further search was instituted, and 
he was at last discovered in an 
outhouse sitting against a wall, his throat cut 
from ear to ear, dead. Hisclothing and the 
floor about him were soaked with blood and a 
small pocket knife with which he had killed 
himself lay on the floor beside him. There is 
no doubt that Mr. Thompson was temporarily 
insane, though what could have caused that 
lusanity is unknown.

He was in excellent circumstances finan- 
cially, anda thrifty and successful farmer. 
He lived last year at Bolton, in Fulton county, 
where he has relatives now living, and where 
he made friends who will be shocked as were 
those in this county at the news of his sudden 
and tragic death. He was about thirty-three 
years old and unmarried.

The New York Convention. 

There is a tendency to criticise the ac- 
tion of the New York democrats in call- 
ing their state convention together on 
the 22d of February. The New York 
World, particularly, seems to be in great 
trouble about it, and there are other 
symptoms of protest, especially from such 
unscrupulous mugwump organs as The 
New York Times. We confess that we 
do not understand the grounds of such 
a protest. It may be perfectly true that 
the New York democrats have never 
held a winter convention before, but we 
do not understand this to be a sensible 
xason why a democratic convention 
giould not be held in February. Some 
- d>jection has been made on the ground 
that an early convention would give rise 
to a charge that the democrats of New 
York were trying-to take snap-judgment. 
Yet this objection is not clear. A snap- 
judgment on what? It will hardly be 
said that the democrats of New York pro- 
pose to take snap-judgment on themselves, 

The probability is that the protest grows 
out of the uneasiness of some of Mr. 
Cleveland’s friends, but we do not un- 
derstand how an early convention will in- 
terfere with Mr. Cleveland’s prospects. 
He is as strong now as he will be in 
April or May—perhaps ‘stronger—and if 
his friends mean business they have as 
good an opportunity to carry the delega- 
tion for him as the friends of any other 
candidate. We do not think there is any- 
thing in the talk about ‘“‘snap-judgment.”’ 
An early convention is as fair for one 
candidate as it is for another. If the 
state of New York is for Mr. Cleveland, 
the date of the convention will not _pre- 
vent the people from making that fact 
known. 

Herein, we believe, lies the wisdom of 
holding the convention on thie date that 
has been set. There is doubt all over 
the country as to the attitude of New 
York, and controversies have arisen in 
regard to the maiter. As New York holds 
the key to the situation, and as the dem- 
ocrats of that state hold the success of 
the party in their hands, it is essential 
that their choice should be made known 
at an early a date as possible, so that all 
doubt may be removed from the minds of 
the democrais of the country. Definite 
knowledge on this point will clear the 
air, so to speak, and put a good many 
irritating little controversies to rest. For 
that reason the voice of New York, 
speaking early and in no uncertain tones, 
will be welcomed by the democrats of the 
nation, and it will prepare the way for a 
democratic triumph as overwhelming as 
that of 1890, 

The party is going back to the old and 
sure methods that made it invincible be- 
fore the war—to the principles that stand 
for humanity itselfi—to the purposes that 
grow out of convictions fearlessly an- 
nounced and vigorously upheld. It is to 
be a campaign of renewal and restoration. 
The place to begin this campaign is in 
New York among the unterrified and 
democrats who have just 
state from corrupt repub- 
lican control; and it is entirety fitting 
that the date should be the anniversary 
of the natal day’ of that greatest of Amer- 
icans, George Washington. ™*

Money and Real Estate Loans. 
With $40,000,00@ more on deposit in the 
New York banks than was ever known be- 
fore in the history of the country, and 
plenty of easy money in Chicago, the farm- 
ers of the west and south complain that they 


cannot obtain loans on the only security ; 


they have to offer—land. 
The Chicago Herald in discussing the sit- 
uation takes occasion to oppose Congress- 
man Oates’s bills to authorize national banks 
to loan money on real estate security and to 
repeal the tax of 10 per cent on the circula- 
tion of state banks. According to The Her- 
ald, commercial banks have chiefly the 
money of their depositors to loan, and being 
obliged to repay thison demand they can- 
not safely let it out in long loans on rea] estate. 
Their circulating notes are also demand 
obligations, and the means of their redemp- 
tion should not be placed beyond reach. 
Our Chicago contemporary, however, points 
to savings banks as the institutions best able 
to loan money on land, Savings banks de- 
posits which are not payable on demand 
may be safely loaned on real estate security 
fora long time, and they are so loaned in 
the east. In 1890 the deposits in savings 
banks amounted to $1,525,000,000, and of 
this total $1,283,400,000 was in the banks 
of only six states, containing about a fourth 
of our population. The equal development 
of the system throughout the country would 
bring the deposits up to over five billion dol- 
lars, adding over three and a half billion 
-dollars to the loanable capital of the coun- 

try. . 
We have not awordto say against this 
argument in favor of the savings banks, It 


| will be a good thing for the south when it 

becomés almost a craze among our people, 
as it is among the people of New England, 
to deposit their savings in such banks, but 
local banks of issue will still be needed in 
the south and west, and they should be au- 
thorized to loan money on real estate secu- 
rity. Senator Stanford thus describes the 
situation: 

There is a flutter of expectation of better times, 
based upon nothing but the splendid crops we 
have made andthe need that foreign nations 
have of them. Yet the farmers who have raised 
these crops have been strainod to the utmost by 
the need of money to purchase those accessories 
which are incidental—medicines, seed, another 
horse, a machine, a reaper. The cry of the farm- 
ers came tous last yearin such appalling tones 
that south and north the Farmers’ Alliance 
threatened the overthrow of both the political 
parties, Why should it not be the case when men 
were paying from 10 to 25 per cent for money to 
persons at a great distance, who were the ultimate 
owners of this money? The census reports show 
that 36 per cent a vear, or 3 per centa month, fs by 
no ineans uncommon for the use of money. Such 
usury as this is unbecoming an intelligent, ed- 
ucated nation like ours. The great body of the 
people cannot bring themselves to study the 
inoney question, and the few who have the money 
under the present conditions to lend exercise the 
controlling power ov¥er our legislation at Wash- 
ington. Youdonot hear the bankers complain 
that their bonds, which draw interest, supply also 
the means of their getting 90 per cent of govern- 
ment money to lend «u* at interest. If money is 
good for them, why is it not good forall? * * * 

No nation ever grew like ours; none probably 
ever was as well endowed by nature; none has un- 
dertaken to be a providence to the people over a 
wider area, lregard it as safe and enlightened 
and humane to issue money to keep the people 
employed. The influence of money, even in a 
small amount, is extraordinary. Here is a town 
or hamlet where a man has $100; be has borrowed 
that money at 6 per cent interest, which is only 
$6 a year, but with it he employs 100 men at §$la 
day. 

What they produce that day brings back the 
capital, and he employs them the second coy, and 
thus for $6 a year his $100, if hecan getit back 
fast enougb, employs that number of people right 
along. Without the money he could have no 
labor. The farmer can only turn his productions 
into money once a year. Itis, therefore, for his 
relief that my proposition primarily works, You 
must have an equivalent for the issue of money, 
and the great trouble has heretofore been that we 
have had no equivalent except enlisting in the ar- 
mies of the country or supplying it with the pro- 
visions of war, etc. Such was the basis of the 
public debt when our paper currency came into 
existence. I have searched for years to find some- 
thing universal, which would be good security to 
issue money upon. I think the cheaper this arti- 
cle you use for money the better; paper is better 
than either silver or gold, which are commodities 
and havea rate inthe commodity market. Now, 
there is nothing in America more universal, more 
desired, more productive than land. * * * 

Here at home isthe question of questions, the 
desire of the people to get money to open the 
ground, to start wheels, to employ themselves and 
their children. It is no question when the farmer 
in Alabama must pay 36 per cent a year for 
money, and the borrower in Arizona as high as 72 
per cent, as the census shows. Isit utterly ab- 
surd to say that 65,000,000 people require money at 
least upon the same ratio as they had it when 
there were 30,000,000? I have not generally been 
regarded as a visionary or afool, andI am more 
and more satisfied, as I look at this proposition of 
mine, that it is the most beneficent, the most rea- 
sonable, the least dangerous and incendiary of 
any of the propositions of the current political 
day. 

Of course the senator says this by way of 
preface to his government land loan s¢heme. 
But his facts strongly support our plea for 
the re-establishment of the old state banks 
of issue. ‘These banks, scattered over the 
country, familiar with the agricultural situ- 
ation, and in touch: with the people, would 
not hesitate to loan money on land to the 
extent of 50 per cent of its value. Under 
such a system there would be no congestion 
of money in New York, 4s at present, with 
a corresponding scarcity in the south. This 
is emphatically the people’s system, and 
they would infinitely prefer it to Senator 
Stanford’s paternal scheme of government 


oans on land. 


A Connecticut Episode. 

According to a Bridgeport, Conn., spe- 
cial in The New York World, a dead 
negro stands even less chance of securing 
fair play than a live one in the Nutmeg 
State. 

It seems that some days ago a colored 
man named Henry Francis died in New 
York. His corpse was shipped to Bridge- 
port, and the New York undertaker’s bill 
was paid. ‘The Bridgeport undertaker de- 
cided to hold the body until his. bill was 
settled. Mourners and friends assembled at 
the church, but the dead man was not forth- 
coming. A subscription was started, but 
$64 still remained due. The open grave 
yawned invitingly, but its intended tenant 
came not, 

Two days passed without a change in the 
situation. Even the liverymen declined to 
furnish carriages without being paid in ad- 
vance, The matter became town talk, but 
nothing was done, and at last accounts the 
undertaker had proposed to hold the body 
for a week while the collection proceeded. 

This may be the cold-blooded Connecti- 
cut way, but itis not our way. We are not 
so business-like. No southern town ever 
permitted a dead negro to be held bv a 
creditor for a week because money was 
needed to settle the funeral expenses. On 
such occasions, if the colored people fail to 
raise the money, or find it difficult, the 
whites get it up promptly, and the funeral 
comes Off on time. 

It is a tough place in New England for 
live nezroes, and it seems to be a barbarous 
place for dead ones, when they leave no 
cash behind them.

“COTTON MEN MEET. 


The Convention of Planters and Others 
in Augusta Yesterday. 


A REDUCTION OF ACREAGE DISCUSSED. 


Resolutions Adopted Looking to the Re- 
Establishment of Values on Land—And 
Other Things Beneficial to Farmers, 


AvGustTA, Ga., January 27.—The conven- 
tion of cotton men and cotton planters, called 
by the Augusta exchange, met here today. 
The body was representative of the cotton in- 
terests of this section, aud the convention was 
well attended. The subject of reduction of 
cotton acreage was fully discussed, and after 
debate the following resolution was adopted : 

Whereas, The enormous extension of cotton 
culture has so cheapeéned that product as to cause 
widespread financial depression, seriously affect- 
ing all branches of industry;in the south ; and the 
outiook reveals no limit to the constantly increas- 
ing production and unprofitableness of this cul- 
ture; and inasmuch as this is largely due to the 
absence of that mastership in husbandry which 
alone profitably controls and directs labor and 
regulates production to large areas, the titlea to 
which, being more or less a matter oi doubt, are 
obtainable at nominal values, and to the assist- 
ance of which foreign and domestic capital is, 
always will be ready to extend aid, often directly 
to labor itself, alone for the production of a staple 
commanding spot cash in the markets of the 
world. Therefore, in order to re-establish values 
in Jand; to restore a just equilibrium between the 
four primary and essential factors in production, 
to-wit: land, labor, capital and man- 
agement, two of which are now virtually 
without influence in our agriculture; to finduce a 
return of intangible and invisible ay ape prop- 
erty now seeking refujre from taxation in specula- 
tive and commercial ventures to visible and 
tangible permanent improvement in  agri- 
culture, and to restrain the vast waste and 
destruction of our resources through unlimited 
cotton culture ; be it 

Resolved, That this convention memorialize 
the legislatures of the cotton states, recommend- 
ing the enactment of such laws as they,in their 
wisdom, may think best calculated to accomplish 
the following results: 

1. The adoption among us of the Australian, or 
some similar system, for the regulation of land 
titles and transfers, so as to render these evi- 
dences of property as secure and as easily and 
cheaply transferable as state and corporate bonds 
and stocks now are, 

2. To secure more effectually than at present all 
rights and privileges appertaining or in any be- 
longing to land (for examaple, the right to game 
and the power to dispose of it as secured by law 
in Germauy) to ownres of land fortheir sole use 
and disposal. 

3. That all agricultural lands be classified and 
permanent valuation for taxation fixed upon them 
as Was done in England, by an act of parliament 
in 1692, and that thereafter for the period of thirty- 
three years no 1:mprovements of agricultural lands 
be subject to assessment and taxation. 

4. That to meet the present and prospective de- 
preciation of cotton, threatening bankruptcy, a 
moderate license tax be placed on cotton acreage 
for the period of four years, lifting the burden of 
taxation from all other crops and restraining the 
unprofitable culture of cotton. 

This last action was amended 80 as to suggest 
a careful consideration by the legislature of the 
subject of the cotton tax.

THAT DECATUR RIOT. 


It Is Recalled by the Arrest of a Supposed 
Participant. 

Sheriff Austin, of DeKalb county, will ar- 

rive in Atlanta onan important mission this 


morning. 
He will come toidentify a negro who was 


arrested yesterday. 

The negro’s name is Pritchard. He fills the 
description of Brack Pritchard, the negro who 
murdered Marshal Hurst at Decatur a few 
years ago, and is believed to be the right 
man. 

The killing is still fresh in the minds of 
every one. 

It ogcurred neariy hglf a decade agoin a 
riot. ‘The negroes were holding a celebration 
at the tabernacle—a Sunday school affair. 
Several of those who attended became dis- 
orderly and boisterous and the sheriff was 
sent for. 

Heury Austin, with Marshal Hurst and 
several others, soon arrived at the place and 
attempted to arrest the drunken men. They 
resisted and a general tight occurred. It be- 
came serious, for soon pistols were drawn and 
fired, 

A pitched battle between officers and 
negroes resulted. Brack Pritchard and 
Sheriff Austin met face to face and proceeded 
to exchange shots. Each emptied the five 
chambers of his pistol on the other with 
rapidity, but strange to say neither was hurt. 

In the melee Marshal Hurst was after- 
wards shot and killed by Pritchard. The 
negro seeing what he had done, fled and 
escaped. 

A search has been made for him ever since 
without avail. A reward was offered as an 
incentive, but the whereabouts of the 
murderer was never ascertained. 

Yesterday Patrolman Mehaffy saw a negro 
on Decatur street whose actions seemed sus- 
picious, and the officer approached him. He 
had known Pritchard, and the brutal murder 
had never escaped his memory. 

As soon as Mehaffy placed his hands on the 
man both gave astart. The negro appeared 
frightened, while the patrolman immediately 
thought he recognized the slayer of Marshal 
Hurst. 

He arrested the manand took him tothe 
station house. On the way he denied all the 
charges most vigorous!y. As he was led up to 
the railing at police headquarters, Dr. Foute 
approached him, and, in the usual way, asked 
the prisoner's name. 

He hesitated a moment and then said, 
*Pritchard.’’ 

“What's your other name?” ‘ 

‘*It’s—it’s Henry,’’ the negro stammered out. 

This added to the strength of Mehaffy's sus- 

icion, and immediately a message was sent to 

Yecatur to Sheriff Henry Austin. He in- 
tended coming last night, but failed, and will

AT THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 


Items of Interest Picked Up in] Uncle 
Sam’s Departments 


The morey stringency does not seem to be 
confined to the marts of trade and commercial 


channels alone. 

In fact, Uncle Sam claimsto be a “little 
short’’ in some departments of his business. 

The custodian of the custom house received 
and forwarded to Washington a requisition 
from the oflices of the district attorney, 
United States marshal, internal revenue and 
court clerks, for some swinging lights, to be 
used over the desks for night work, 
and some pieces of furniture to complete the 
furnishing of the offices in the building. But 
the requisition was returned, and with it a 
message to the effect that no such furnishings 
could be allowed for the custom house oftices. 

The reason given was that the money to pay 
for thein was not available; that the appropri- 
ation for public buildings is so nearly ex- 
hausted. 

Lyons at Work. 

John Lyons, the contractor for the construc- 
tion of the steam-heating apparatus at the 
custom house, and who left the work unfin- 
ished before the holidays, has returned and is 
pushing it to completion. 

When asked why he had not returned 
sooner he said: “I have no explanation to 
make.

You see I am at work, and I am going to com- 
plete this work, and thatisall Il am here for 
and my contract calls for.’’ 

Colonel McMann, the inspector general of 
heating apparatuses for the government, is in 
the city, and will remain until the work is 
completed. He wil! supervise the construction 
of the heater, and inspect and turn it over to 
the care of the custodian when completed, 
which will be in four or five days.

A Case That Is Exciting a Great Deal of 
Interest in Justice Court Circles.

Bailiff Baldwin, of Judge Horton’s court, is 
after Bailiff Cox, of Judge Manning's, and the 
chase is due to a complicated case. > ; 

Several months ago Dr. and Mrs. A. D. Flagg 
left their boarding house on Houston street. The 
landlady, Mrs Jones, kept their belongings to 
satisty a claim of §19. 

The physician went before Judge Landrum and 
swore out a possessory warrant. He showed that 
he had paid the lady odd sums at Warious times, 
amounting to more than what the board Dill 
calted for. 

The warrant was issued, but Mrs. Jones’s at- 
torney, Mr. Percy Adams, appealed the case and 
took out a writ of certiorari, which Judge Clark 
sanctioned. 

That put the casé in the superior court. 

Dr. Flagg immediately homesteaded it. He took 
out the exemption as allowed by law on personal 
property. Bailiff Cox was in possession of the 
goods, but he ignored this latest action on the 
part of the physician, and refused to give the 
stuff up. 

Dr. Flagg then went before Justice Horton, on 
Marietta street, and took out a writ of bail trover. 

This compelled Cox to do one of three things— 
surrender the doctor’s effects, give bond for them, 
or go to jail. 

That occurred on last Saturday. Bailiff sald- 
win, of Judge Horton’s court, took the papers and 
sought Bailiff Cox. He found him, but Cox de- 
clared that he was not going to give up the goods, 
nor did he intend giving bond for them. Further- 
more, he was not going to jail. 

Baldwin didn’t know what to do and Cox told 
him that the matter was in the superior cuurt 
awaiting disposition there, and that Justice 
Horton had nothing whatever to do with the case. 

it was reported to the justice, but Baldwin was 
instructed to execute the paper. 

He met Bailiff Cox on Monday, but got no more. 
satisfaction. Then he told him that he would give 
until Wednesday, and that unless Cox did one of 
the two things the bail trover called for, give up 
the goods ora bond, he would arrest him and 
carry hini-to jail. 

Judge Landrum’s bailiff was game. 

“It will take a better man than you to do it,” he 
said. “I shall not pay any attention to you or your 
papers. Lam right and shall stick to my course.” 

And he bas carried out his word. Yesterday 
morning Baldwin called, but found Cox out. 
Later in the day he called again, but the bailiff 
was agaip away. 

About 5 o’clock Cox returned, sat down and 
patiently awaited Baldwin’s arrival. 

“lam not going to pay any attention to him or 
Judge Horton,” he declared, “andif he tries to 
enforce any such laws on me there will be some 
one burt. I'll put him in jail, that’s what I'll do.” 

Baldwin did not come back, and after an hour 
Cox lett. 

“I'll wait for bim again today,”’ he said. 

The limit has expired and something will have 
to turn up today. It will be awaited with interest 
in justice court circles.

Dr. Nelms mounted the stand and supported 
his resolution by a strong speech. 

Mr. L. J. Kennedy jumped up and intro- 
duced a resolution as asubstitute for Dr. 
Nelms’s which endorsed Tom Watson and de- 
clared for the third party in no equivocal 
ternrs. Mr. Kennedy grew quite excited in 
support of his substitute, and made a lurid 
speech in which the words, ‘‘oppressors,’’ ‘*po- 
litical schemers,’” demagogues,” ‘‘rotten 
parties’ and other harsh terms found frequent 
expression. 

Editor Elam Christian, of the people’s party 
paper, and Tom Watson’s partner, made an 
argument for Kennedy’s substitute. 

Other speeches were made for and against 
the Kennedy substitute, and some lively passes 
were made by the orators. 

But the wind was knocked out of Ken- 
nedy’s endorsement of Watson, and Dr. 
Nelms’s resolution was passed with Jess than @ 
dozen dissenting votes, 

This was victory No. 1, and it was clear that 
Tom Watson’s crowd could stand no show of 
getting any endorsement of their leader 
through. 

But after the -lapse of a few minutes, Dele- 
gate Brown, of Adamsville, offered an in- 
geniously worded resolution containing a third 
party and Tom Watson attachmenttoit. It, 
too, died with hardly a struggle. 

Mr. T. A.'Jackson introduced the following 
resolution, which was passed : 

Whereas, A great many papers in and out of 
this state have attacked the alliance to the extent 
of their power, to destroy our organization; and 

Whereas, THE CONSTITUTION, though in no way 
belonging to our order, has at all times sto d with 
us and for us inthe fight for the relief of the 
people; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we endorse the course of THE 
CONSTITUTION and such other eo as have 
aided us, and tender the editors of these papers the 
thanks of the Fulton County Alliance for the val- 
=e aid rendered our order in Georgia and in the 
south. 

A resolution requesting the grand jury to 
appoint Dr. H. L. Wilson as county commis- 
sioner was passed. 

Mr. J. M. Liddell was elected as a delegate 
to the state convention of alliancemen, which 
meets here in August.

THE NATIONAL HOTEL BLOCK LEASED. 


Messrs. H. F. Emery and Albert Steiner 
Take It for Fitteen Years—A Big Deal 
Consummated Yesterday Morning. 


After all these vears a public market for 
Atlanta is in gight. 

This has been the dream of Atlantians 
for a dozen years or more, but now this 
fancy picture is taking real form, and soor 
will be a reality. 

The biggest real esta®e sensation in many 
® day—the leasing of the National hotel 

_ property—developed yesterday morning. 

;This means, in all probability, two great 
things for Atlanta: 

First—The much-desired market. 

’ Second—A handsome building to take the 
place of the little row on Broad street be- 
tween the bridge and the Grant building. 
The hotel property runs from Peachtree 
back to Broad, and it is the purpose of 
the lessees to build it up and greatly in- 
Crease its appearance and value. 

Yesterday morning the deal was consum- 
mated by which the National hotel property 
Was leased for fifteen years to Messrs. H. 
F. Emery and Albert Steiner. Mr. Jack 
Spalding, of Calhoun, King & Spalding, 
represented Mrs. Flynn, who owns the 
property, in making the lease. 

While the lessees have not positively de- 
termined what they will do with the 
property, it is pretty certain that they will 
tear down all the buildings on Broad 
street and back to the rear of 
the * hotel, excavate and put 
up a two-story market house, 
The property runs from Peachtree to Broad. 
It has a frontage of 111 feet on Peachtree and 
about one hundred and forty-tive on Broad. 

The Market Scheme. 

Atlanta neods a public market, and a better 
site than this one could not be found. 

If one is opened it will be a great conven- 
ience, and a good investment. 

The idea of Mr. Emery is to excavate and 
have one floor on a level with the railroad 
platform and another on a level with Broad 
street. On Broad street there will probably be 
offices and stores, with a wide entrance lead- 
ing to the market place proper within. There 
would be room fora large number of stalls on 
this floor, and below there would be a large 
space for cold storage warehouses, meat, tish 
and game marxets. Vegetables, flowers, bread 
and all such articles would be on the Broad 
street floor. 

An arcade from Peachtree to Broad 
is contempjated. This would relieve 
the travel over the Whitehall street crossing. 

Although tiie market building would be 
private property, the stalls would be open to 
any who chose to rent. The marketing would 
be concentrated, and dealers generally favor 
that. 


a market would bea good thing for the farm- 
ers and gardeners uround the city, who would 
have a place where they could offer their pro- 

~ duce for sale without hauling it all over the 
city. 

This seems to be the solution of the public 
market question. The city has gone too far in 
other improveinents to take hold of a market 
for a long time. 

Value of Atlanta Dirt. 

The terms of the lease are withheld, 
but they are certainly satisfactory to Mrs. 
Flynn, who is to get a good round rental. 

This property was held at $300,000 during 
Mrs. Dougherty’s lifetime. She had a life in- 
terestin it, and upon her déath the entire 
property went to her daughter, Mrs. Flynn, in 
fee simple. In 1847 Samuel Mitchell sold 
this piece of land to Patrick Connolly, the 
grandfather of Mrs. Flynn, for $400. In May, 
1851, Patrick Connolly willed it to his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Doujyherty, for her life, and at her 
death it was to go to her daughter, now Mrs. 
Flynn. 

The Emery Grocery Company. 

Articles of imcorporation were granted yes- 
terday to the I!imery Grocery Company, with 
a capital of $20,000and the privilege of in- 
creasing that sum to $100,000. This company 
is concerned only in the fish and game busi- 
ness, and is separate altogether from tlie 
market project, Mr. Emery states. 

The Long-Looked-For Market. 

The public-spirited citizens of Atlanta have 

lou'g been at work fora public market house. 

A market committee was in existence for 
several years, and although it did bard work 
for a market house, nothing definite was ever 
accomplished. Four years ago the committee 
came very near success, but finally split upon 
the question of whether there should bea 
central market house or one for north and 
south Ailanta each. 

The market enterprise will be warmly wel- 
comed. It will secure an improvement of the 
valuable lot on Broad street, will convenience 
the public ani will develop market gardening 
about the city, increasing the value of thou- 
sands of acres of land. Messrs. Emery and 
Steiner will get possession. of the leased prop- 
erty March ist, and the improvements will 
begin soon thereafter. 

Mr. Emery Won't Talk. 

Mr. Emery declinedto givethe details of 
the deal yesterday. ‘I don’t care to talk,’’ he 
said. ‘Mr. Steiner and I have not perfected 
our plans yet, and we prefer to say nothing 
until we do.’’ 

But their ideas concerning the market are as 
outlined above.

A REMARKABLE EXPLOSION 


Which Occurred at Noon Yesterday—But 
One Person Hurt. 

A peculiar explosion occurred yesterday at 
the Empire Printing Company on South Pryor 
street, near Mitchell. 

The radiator in the office burst, pieces of 
the iron scattering in all directions, and the 
escaping steam issuing ip volumes. 

But one person was injured. It was the 
dinner hour, and fortunately but two of the 
employes were in the office at the time. 

One of these was Abe Okonsky, a boy 
fifteen years of age, and he was the sole suf- 
ferer. Another employe was directly behind 
the radiator, and to this position is due his 
escape from serious injury. 

The accident occurred between 12 and 1 
o’clock. At that time comparatively few per- 
sons are e2bout the office, and had it happened 
at another hourthe results would have been 
most disastrous. 

The first intimation those outside of the 
office had of the accident was the noise of the 
explosion. They quickly rushed to the scene 
and found Okonsky lying on the floor, his 
companion having rushed away for his safety 

The steam had filled the radiator, expanded 
and wrenched it out of all shape, bursting it 
apart with powerful force. Piecesof iron had 
been thrown about promiscuously. Okon- 
sky’s right legand side had been badly scalded, 
and he was very painfully hurt. 

To the immediate west of the radiator stood 
the desk of one of the proprietors, Mr. A. 
Liebman. It was indented ina dozen differ- 
ent places, showing where the iron struck. 
His chair, too, showed the marks of the flying 
metal. 

Okonsky was removed across the street to the 
surgical institute, and from there was taken to 
his home on Washington street, the Jewish 
Orphans’ Home, where he has been living for 
several years. He was found to be painfully 
and seriously, though not necessarily danger- 
ously, hurt. 

Immediately after the explosion a plumber 
was sent for to examine into the cause of the 
peculiar accident. The radiator was discovered 
to be defective, and not strong enough for the 
pressure put upon it.

WHO INSULTED TWO LADIES YESTERDAY, 


And He Would Have Suffered a Great Deal 
More Severely Had He Not Run and

A stout walking stick in the hands of Hon. 
John B. Goodwin, (city attorney. 

And a badly battered head on the shoulders 
of C. J. Levins, a Consolidated street car con 
ductor. 

These were the elements in a sensational 
episode yesterday. 

The walking stick caused the battered head 
and the “‘battering”’’ took place in the after- 
noon near the Gate City bank building, on the 
Pryor street side. 

Levins did not take kindly to the stick, and 
made his escape about as rapidly asa fine 
roadster could have moved. 

Had he moved less rapidly, an undertaker 
might have been calied upon to do the moving 
for him. 

It was all the result of an insult, and a most 
obnoxious one, which Levins, while handling 
a Consolidated car, heaped Jupon two ladies 
who were passengers on his car about noon. 

Yesterday morning, about 11 o’clock, Mrs. 
Goodwin and Mrs. Gause ‘boarded the Court 
land avenue electric car. The conductor came 
around, and the ladies paid their fare, feeling 
the ease that all passengers are supposed to 
feel in a public strect car. 

They had gone a few blocks when a man, the 
only other passenger, handed Levins, the con- 
ductor, a quarter. 

He failed to change it, and one of the ladies 
gave him the change for the piece of coin. 

A few minutes later Mrs. Goodwin and Mrs. 
Gause were approached by Levins, who held 
out a three-cent piece and stated that the ladies 
had passed it off on him for a dime. 

They were astonished at the charge, and 
quickly assured the conductor that he was 
mistaken. 

‘But you did,” he insisted. 

Then he stood and demanded a ten-cent 
piece for the coin. His persistency and impu- 
dence frightened the ladies, and they prepared 
to get off. 

Their destination was corner Mills and West 
Peachtree streets, and they were near it and 
wished to leave the car. 

The conductor replied impertinently that 
they. could not get off until they took the 
three-cent piece and returned a dime for it. 

Then rushing to the front door Levins shut 
and locked it. Herantothe rear door and 
steed there guarding it against the ladies’ 
exit. 

Mills street was passed, and the ladies were 
terrified. They arose and desperately beat 
against the glass in the front of the car. 

The noise attracted the motorman’s atten- 
tion, and he quickly stopped the carand opened 
the door. The two ladies hastened away, 
completely unnerved, and told their story. 

It was noised about, and created untold in- 
dignation. Patrolman Verner arrested the 
conductor and locked him up on the charge of 
disorderly conduct. 

Levins’s arrest gave the affair more noto- 
riety and in a short time a half dozen indig- 
nant citizens were on the hunt for the con. 
ductor, who was then securely locked up in a 
cell at police headquarters. 

But none of the hunters knew that the man 
was behind the bars. 

Among those hunting for Levins was Hon, 
John B. Goodwin. Finally he ascertained 
that Levins was locked up, and then an at- 
tempt was made to have him released because 
the laaies did not wish to appear in police 
court. 

This declaration only made the officers at 
the city prison smile, and Levins was kept out 
of the way of trouble. 

Later in the day, however, he was released, 
and as he started away from police head- 
quarters he walked up Pryor street. Mr. 
Goodwin was standing near the bank corner, 
and, recognizing Levins, waited until he was 
beside him. 

“Is this Mr. Levins?” asked Mr. Goodwin 
pleasantly.

The number of applications for pardon com- 
ing from every portion of the state is truly 
wonderful, and the governor has his hands 
full, laboring with the evidence and long ar- 
guments that always accompany the petitions. 

So many had accumulated for the pagt week 
that the governor gave up all other business 
yesterday and devoved the entire day to read- 
ing and acting upon these petitions for execu- 
tive clemency. 

William Bottours, who was convicted here 
in Atlanta several years ago, undera charge 
of larceny from the house, was refused pardon 
by the governor, the evidence not. tending to 
induce him to interfere with the sentence of 
the court. 

Henderson Clark, convicted of the offense of 
beastiality, and sentenced to ten years in the 
chaingang by the DeKalb county superior 
court, was pardoned for the offense, it being 
shown that at the time he was a very young 
and ignorant negro boy. This is considered a 
very grave offense by the code of Georgia, and 
the punishment can rench as high as twenty 
years in the penitentiary. 

A strange case was that of Randall Roddy, 
who was pardoned from chaingang work. He 
was convicted in Calhoun county and sen- 
tenced for burglary. It now turns up that 
Roddy was not the man at all. He was 
twenty-five miles from the place the night the 
burglary took place. The solicitor general 
was here to see the governor, and said he was 
satisfied that he had convicted the wron 
man. Governor Northen, of course, pardon 
him at once, and he wil! be released from the 
chaingang today. 

He Has Resigned. 

Judge James A. Watson sent in his resig- 
nation yesterday to the governor, giving up 
the county judgeship of Lee county. Judge 
H. L. Long was appointed to take his place. 
Judge Long was appointed and endorsed by 
the last senate and Governor Northen as judge 
of Lee county, and he was appointed bythe 
governor yesterday to begin at once in the un 
expired term of the retiring judge. \ 

Mrs. Myrick Gets It. 


Mrs. M. Louise Myrick, of Sumter county 
was yesterday appointed as a member of the 
board of visitors to the Girls’ Industrial and 
Normal college. 

She will take the place of Mrs. W. H. Fel- 
ton, of Macon county, who lately resigned. 
Mrs. Myrick isa prominent woman, and the 
governor could not have made a better ap- 
pointment. 

Some Rewards Offered. 


The governor offered several re wards yester- 
day for criminals. 

In Marion county, several years ago, Thomas 
S. Story was murdered by William R. Upton 
and William Upton, Jr., according to the 
reading of the petition. The application for 
the offer of a reward was granted, and the 
man who catches either of the criminals will 
get $100. 

A reward of $100 was offered some time ago 
for the capture of Eli Napier, the alleged 
murderer of J. M. Holmes, of Clay county. 
Yesterday the governor raised his former ante 
to $200, and hopes that this alleged murderer 
will be run down at an early day and brought 
to justice. 

The Singer Company Planks Down. 


Several davs ago THE CONSTITUTION called 
attention to the fact that out of several sew- 
ing machine companies doing business in this 
state only one had paid its taxes, 

It was further shown thatany and all agents 
and salesmen of these delinquent companies 
were liable to such punishment as is meted out 
in section 4310 of the code. 

Yesterday the Singer company paid taxes, 
and aiso planked down fees for nearly tifty 
agents.

Yesterday Governor Northen received the 
following information about the smallpox sit- 
uation at Harris Neck:

7. All blanks in forms must be ce gv filled. 

8. If claim is allowed, payment will be made by 
check sent claimant. 

9. There is no necessity for engaging a lawyer to 
make claim.

The 
contractors, Messrs. Briere & Russell, turned 
the first shovel of dirt yesterday morning, with 
nearly one hundred men on the line. The 
road will cost the city something less than 
seven thousand dollars when completed, and 
will be used solely for transporting coal and 
such other work as the requirements of the 
water system may demand. 

The contractors deciare that they will have 
the road finished before the time allotted in 
the contract expires.

DELSARTE NOVEMENT IN THE SOUTH, 


Miss Curtis and Her Work Here in At- 
lanta—Society Events and Talks 
About People. 


Miss Curtis, who will give a lecture on the Del- 
sarte method of physical culture at the music 
hall, 3744 Peachtree, this week, has been 
telling me a great many interesting 
things about her work and the man 
who invented this perfect culture for the muscles, 
Delsarte was a French physician, who became so 
interested in the study of man’s physical and 
mental organism that he gave his whole life up to 
this work. He gained admission tothe morgues 
and the hospitals of Paris so that he might study 
the struggles of life and death in all their terrible 
actuality. He noticed that the fingers of all dead 
people curved inward, and then he looked 
at the great paintings, where death is 
depicted, and found that the artists 
had left the fingers of their dead 
stiffand straight. Then he studied actors and 
found that they, too, had forgotten the curved 
hands in the tragic portrayals of death, and so it 
came to him to teach these things as they actually 
were in every physical detail. He found that 
every movement of the body had some relation to 
the movements of the mind and soul; that in the 
exaltation of love,the shoulders were proudly 
lifted; that they drooped in shame and sorrow; 
that the hands, the arms, the whole body in every 
muscle responded to the wonderfal motor 
power of intellect. And so it was that 
he became the great teacher of physical 
acting, so that now no actress can be perfect who 
has not mastered the science of Delsarte. 

His exercises were planned so as to perfectly 
satisfy and not tire the muscles. Being a French- 
man, he did not ask women to give up their cor- 
sets or their pretty fashions in dress, in order 
that he might reform them. He found that this 
physical reformation could be made by simple 
physical exercise; that, to quote from Miss Cur- 
tis, each human being heid within bis 
physical body a gymnasium, which, used 
properly, would be of more value 
than all the great places erected for the swinging 
of dumb bells and wielding of clubs.. Sara Bern- 
hardt wasa pupil of Delsarte, and all the great 
actresses of France follow his teachings. There is 
no doubt about its being the great science of 
grace.

A 
slight recovery was had soon after the opening, but up 
to 1 o'clock the market is without any very substantial 
change, and prices at that time show a decline of 4 
points on February, bon March and 8@9 on the distant 
positions, This disappearance of the premiums which 
have been paid for carrying cotton is significant as 
showing a reduction of the long interest, and a conse- 
quent increase of engagements on the short side of 
the market. On December 28th the difference between 
ebruary and August was 77 points. Today that differ- 
ence is about 60 points. The issue of February notices 
has been light and entirely provided for by a promi- 
nent house, whose intention to take up the February 
cotton was well understood previously. A private ca- 
ble to us from Liverpool, received after the close of 
that market, reads as follows: ‘Liverpool expects a 
decline of 10 points in your market by this evening. 
The general belief is that receipts now coming for- 
ward are unduly light, and likely to increase next 
week, If not we expect a permanent advance.” The 
decline of silver has disappointed the market. Receipts 
at the ports today promise to be 14,000 bales, against 
12,000 bales last week and 32,000 bales last year. The 
half-weekly interior movement, made up by the New 
Orleans cotton exchange, points to receipts of 24,000 
bales, against 21,000 bales last week and 46,000 bales 
for the same time last year. Stocks lose 15,000 bales, 
and upon this basis we estimate that the plantation 
movement will be between 80,000 and 90,000 bales, 
against 188,000 bales for the same week iast year, thus 
bringing {nto sight less cetton by 109,000 bales than 
made its appearance during the last week in January, 
1891. As our Liverpool dispatch indicates, a continu- 
ance of the light movement for another week will 
probably induce some radical revision of estimates 
and fresh activity to the market. After 1 o’clock the 
market continued quiet, a slight improvement result- 
ing from the execution of some large buying orders, 
which was, however, lost before the close under free 
sales by the bear contirgent. A rumor that Minister 
Egan had been shot in Chile may have had some effect, 
but it was quickly contradicted. Receipts for the day 
are 14,338 bales. About the same quantity is expected 
tomorrow, pointing to a weekly port movement of 
about 115,000 bales. A firmer market in Liverpool to- 
morrow would doubtless result in an advance here, as 
the short interest has been much inereased.

NEW YORK, January 27--The public here were very 
much disappointed at the tenor of the news from Livy- 
erpool this morning where the first quotations were 
practically unchanged, and later on the market showed 
a decline, notwithstanding the firm and good closing 
given them from here last night. Trading has been 
irregular, though not extended; and, although consid- 
erable efforts have been made to depress values by lo- 
cal bears, who again apparently act-with more or less 
confidence, a fair resistance was offered, prices having 
at one time been nearly up to yesterday’s best, though 
the closing shows a loss of 6 points for the day. The 
movement thus far this week is somewhat larger than 
last, but in the main not excessive, and the popular 
estimate of about 115,000 bales will doubtless prove 
near the mark.

' plesh Was Trying to Kill Him with an 


Ax, Having Broken Into His Home. 
- Sensational Tragedy.

Jack Craig, the bookkeeper at James's 
pank, shot Theodore Flesh, his brother-in-law, 

raay afternoon. 

The ball entered his neck, inflicting a seri- 
ous and perhaps dangerous wound. 

The-affair happened at Craig’s home, 31 
West Baker street, about 1:50 o’clock., 

Forsome time Mrs. Flesh's relations with 
ur. Craig, his wife and his mother-in-law have 
pot been friendly. Day before yesterday the 
lady went to Mr. Craig’s home and he did not 

; to her. 

On arriviug home Mrs. Flesh informed her 
jusband of this slight and she seemed 
very much offended. Flesh immedi- 
ately went to Craig’s and threatened 
to take his _life, accusing him 
of having insulted his wife. 

To this Craig paid little attention. 

Yesterday morning, however, Mrs. Craig re- 
ceived a telephone message that Flesh and his 
prother-in-law, Will Wallace, were going to 
the bank for the purpose of killing her hus- 
band. 

Craig was immediately apprised of this and 
he sought Chief Connoily for protection. 

Officer Henry Abbott was instructed to 
keep a watch over the bank. The patrolman 
remained at the corner of Whitehall and Ala- 
bama streets. 

He waited a while and then advised Craig 
to swear out a peace warrant. It was then 1 
o'clock and it was the bookkeeper’s dinner 
hour. On the way home he stopped at Judge 
Manning’s and took out the warrant. 

Mr. Craig reached his home and had been 
there but a few moments when a hack drove 
hurriedly up. Mrs. Craig saw Will Wallace 
and her brother, Theodore Flesh, dismount 
and ip all haste she locked the doors and with 
her husband hastened to the parlor and bolted 
the door. 

The two men made an unsuccessful effort to 
gain admittance, and then Flesh got an ax 
and broke down the outside door. He rushed 
to the room where Craig was and burst that 
door too. 

As soon as he entered he advanced at Craig, 
who was standing with his terrified wife, and 
made for him with the ax. Craig immediately 
drew his pistol and shot. Itdid not take 
effect, and Flesh kept advancing on his 
brother-in-law with the axe uplifted. 

Craig then shot again at his assailant, who 
feil to the floor, wounded. 

Craig telephoned to police headquarters, 
and Call Officer Ivy and Sergeant White re- 
sponded. Mr. Craig readily agreed to accom- 
pany the patrolmen to the police station. 

Flesh was found badly injured, and he was 
removed to Dr. Westmoreland’s, where his 
injuries were attended to. 

He was shot once, the bullet having entered 
his neck. The exact nature of the wound 
could not be told, as the physicians were com- 
pelled to postpone examination into the course 
the ball had taken. 

It missed his jugular vein less than half an 
inch. The injury is a serious one, but whether 
or not it will prove fatal could not be told 
last night. 

Craig was brought to the office of the sta- 
tion house keeper,and yesterday afternoon was 
arraigned before Recorder Calhoun for dis- 
orderly conduct. The case against him was 
dismissed, and he was released. 

A warrant was sworn out for Flesh on the 
charge of assault with intent to kill, and its 
execution awaits his condition. 

Craig married Miss Flesh several months 
ago, and for several years has been employed 
at James’s bank. 

Flesh’s wife was a Miss Grace Wallace, of 
Marietta, where she was once a& prominent 
belle. 

Craig expressed the deepest regrets at the 
affair, and declared that the shootihg was only 
done to protect himself; that he had no ill 
will toward his brother-in-law at all. 

Flesh was unable to do any talking. He lay 
last evening tossing about on a bed of suffer- 


ng. 

At 1:30 o’clock this morning Flesh’s condi- 
tion was pronounced critical and his chances 
of recovery are slim.

CAN THE TROUBLE BE ALLAYED? 


The Result May Bea TrialofStrength Be- 
tween the Two Factions and Then It 
May Result ina Compromise. 


The Atlanta Rifles are entirely without of- 


ficers, and are in the hands of the quartermas- | 


ter sergeant, W.J. Dunn. 

But the fight over the captaincy of the Rifles 
is not ended by any means. 

On Tuesday night—the regular meeting 
nightof the Rifles—a large number of the 
membsrs met at the armory. 

It was confident that there was something in 
the wind. It had been talked among the boys, 
and they knew that the ertsis in the little war, 
which kas been going on behind the scenes be- 
tween the two factions of the Rifles, bad come. 

And it did come. Captain Spencer tendered 
his resignation as captain of the Rifles. In 
doing so, he made a very nice little speech. 
He thanked those members of the Rifles who 
had aided him in his work, and said that his 
relations to them had always been of the pleas- 
antest nature. He spoke very quietly, and 
there was no ring of animosity in his voice. 

Following his resignation came those of 
First and Second Lieutenants Richardson and 
Nash and Junior Second Lieutenant Hol- 
brook. 

“heir resignations were tendered in formal 
letters, and nothing was said by either of them. 

Then came the resignations of the non-com- 
missioned officers, and not a single officer was 
left. The resignations of the non-commis- 
sioned officers were accepted at once, but the 
resignations of the commissioned officers go to 
Colonel W. L. Calhoun. 

As stated in yesterday’s ConsTITUTION, the 
resignations were asked for by a meeting held 
on last Thursday night. 

It now develops that the Snook faction in 
the Rifles was not alone in calling for the resig- 
nation of the officers. A number of Captain 
Spencer’s friends were in favor of it. 

The matter was in this shape: The com- 
pany has not been doing well since the internal 
dissensions began, which was early last sum- 
mer. The friends of Mr. Harry Snook formed 
the dissatisfied element, and things did not 
move smoothly at all. It is said that the 
Appler-McMillan courtmartial grew out of 
this. Things went on in this way until it be- 
came evident that the Rifles were not going to 
prosper unless one of the two elements got out 
of the way. All agreed as to this, and they 
further agreed that the weakest side should 
leave the company. Acting on this idea, 
both parties decided to ask for a general step- 
down and out by the officers. Then, when an 
election came about the two factions could 
measure strengtii, and the strongest would 
elect its mon. Thisthey believed would end 
the trouble in the ranks. 

Some of the ofticers who resigned belong to 
the Snook faction. 

A strongefiort will be made by Mr. Harry 
Snook’s friends t¥elect him captain when the 
election comes off, and it is believed that 
Captain Spencer’s friends will support and vote 
for his re-election. : 

In justice to Captain Spencer, it should be 
stated that, for some time, he has wanted to 
resign, and, a month or so ago, he had _ his let- 
ter of resignation prepared. But the financial 
affairs of the company have not been in good 
shape, and it was his desire to clear up all the 
indebtedness before parting with the com- 
pany. 

A conservative member of the company 
sized up the situation this way: 

“Tt is the aim of everybody interested in the 
welfare of the company that the troubles that 
have disrupted us, or come near doing it, 
be smoothed over. For that rea- 
son we will run along for a_ while 
withont any officers. I believe to attempt to 
elect either Mr. Snook or Captain Spencer 
would simply result in driving the other fac- 
tion from the company, and we ought to be 


able to find somebody upon whom we can all 
agree. Can we do it? I don’tknow, bnt 


I hope so.”’

Mr. Woodward, the author ef the resolution 
creating the questionable clause of the contract, 
has placed his construction upon it, at the same 
time giving the public the benefit of his 
thorough study of the question. 

“I weighed well,” he says, ‘the exclusion of 
the convict products with a view to having 
them excluded. But my study and the ex- 
pense of the city in the past precluded that.” 

Rut in a card conveying his own ideas in his 
own language Mr. Woodward says: 

Eprror ConstTrruTion—I notice in your paper 
of this morning an extended article in regard to 
the resolutions I offered at the last meeting of 
council about not allowing convicts to work on 
the new waterworks. I ask space to give my 
views and intentions in offering the resolutions, 
andthe construction I place upon them. In the 
first place, I will give the resolutions as offered 
and passed by council: 

“Resolved, That the board of water comumission- 
ers are hereby requested to receive no bids for ex- 
cavating, grading, laying water mains, building 
reservoir or pumping station, from parties using 
convict labor; neither shall any of the above 
named work be sub-contracted from the original 
bidder by parties to use convict labor. 

“Resolved, further, That the engineer having in 
charge the building of the new waterworks shal] 
not make and present, or cause to be made or pre- 
Fented, any estimate on any work done on the new 
waterworks, when said work was done by convict 
labor, either by direct contract or sub-contract. 

“Resolved, further, That the city attorney is 
hereby instructed to express in all contracts en- 
tered into by the city for work of grading, ex- 
cavating, building pumping station, laying of 
water mains, building of reservoirs, @tc., that 
the employment of convict labor to do any of 
the above work shall work a forfeiture of con- 
tract.” 

It seems to me that the above resolutions are a8 
plain as the English language can make them, and 
are susceptible of but one construction, and that 
is, “that no work of grading, excavating, laying 
water mains or building reservoirs or pumping 
Stations, shall be (done with convicts, by direct 
contract or sub-contract.” If I had intended to 
go beyond that I would have added, ‘‘nor any 
product of convict labor.’”” When I wrote those 
resolutions I thought of the material that would 
be used—especially the brick, and would be glad to 
know that every piece of material used in 
the construction of the new waterworks was the 
product of free labor. There are only two brick- 
— near Atlanta that can furnish the brick, and 
ast vear the city took nearly the entire output of 
the Collius Brick Company for sewers and side- 
walks, andI did not know but what the same 
thing might be done this year; therefore, I could 
not afford to embarrass the city or the contractors, 
or delay the building of the new waterworks by 
Faying that the m«terial used should be the prod- 
uct of free labor. 

Your reporter quotes me as _ saying 
@ good deal in your article of this morning, when, 
in truth, I had said nothing. I have never enter- 
tained any such views as are applied to me in 
your article. On the contrary, 1 have expressed 
to several gentiemen that tie resolutions were 
not intended to apply to material, but tothe 
work of building the waterworks. I also put the 

fame construction upon them to City Engineer 


Clayton on last Monday evening. 
I want to gay, in conclusion, that I am opposed 


to all convict iabor when it comes in competition | 


with free labor, and that my vote will always be 
recorded that way, and I hope that the products 
of free labor will be given the preference by the 
board of water commissioners in the construction 
of the new waterworks. Put the convicts on the 
public roads, where they will benefit alland injure 


noone. Very respectfully,
